Wictheroy and Other Cities onthe Bay in

Burwos Arges, Sept. 16.—Ofiicial advices 
received here announce the repeated bom- 
bardment ‘luring the past few days of Rio de 
Janeiro, and private advices just received 
say that Rio has practically been captured 
by the insurgents, who are also in possession 
of the town of Nictheroy, opposite Rio. 

The official advices say that Nicthteroy has 
been shelleg time and again by the vessels 
and that the garrison of that town was finally 
compelledto surrender after making a gal- 
lant resistance, After the surrender of 
Nicthteroy, the garrison and civil guards are 
reported to have sided with the insurgents, 
who have received large additions to their 
feet. 

The forts for several days remained loyal to

MINISTER THOMPSON’S |DISPATCH. 


It Tells ofthe Preparations for Bombard- 
ment—Anxiety at Washington. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 16.—Secretary 
Gresham to-day received a brief dispatch 
from Minister Thompson, conveying the im 
portant information that the rebel fleet is 
preparing to bombard Rio for the second 
time. Minister Thompson’s communication 
is dated at Petropolis, a small town about 
four miles south of Rio, and is as follows: 

Ihave been advised that all the merchant vessels 
have been ordered by the revolutionary squadron to 
move further up the bay. This was dome apparently 
to give the rebels a chance to bombard the city with- 
Out damaging the merchantmes. MPSON. 

Secretary Gresham was not a little dis- 
turbed by the receipt of the news that Rio is 
likely to be again under fire, for in spite of 
the fact that the insurgents have thus far 
manifested no hostility towards Americans 
yet in the bombardment of the city, all 
classes are likely to suffer, and mach prop- 
erty owned by American citizens may be im- 
periled. Secretary Gresham declined to say

Engiish instructing the commander of the 
Charleston to remain at Rio until orders. No 
answer was received to this dispatch and 
another was sent to Minister hompson 
asking whether the Charleston had called at 
Rio and whether the department’s cable- 
gram to Capt. Picking had been de- 
livered. In spite of the fact that Min- 
ister Thompson appears to have no difficulty 
in getting his messages through to the State 
Department, the Navy Department can get 
noanswer from him regarding the crulser’s 
movements. The officials of the department 
are therefore satisfied that these messages 
have been tampered with In order to prevent 
them from reaching the Charleston’s Cap- 
taln in the eventof his calling at Rio. The 
Brazilian authorities are not anxious for the 
presence of a United states man-of-war, and 
it is believed that they would not scrupie to 
prevent the department’s cablegrams from 
being properly delivered. 

Not a little ind'gnation is expressed at the 
Navy Department and should the suspicions 
entertained prove to be true, 
and they are robably well 
founded, itis more than likely that dipio- 
matic representations regarding the affair 
willbe made yet to the Brazilian Govern- 
ment. The department is in doubt yet as to 
whether the Charleston called at Rio on her 
way south, but if she did, the department’s 
cables, had they been delivered, would have 
heidher there and an expense of $4,000 
wwuld have been saved, to say nothing of 
the other interests at stake.

Piexoto 
has served as Vice President, and the passage 
ot such an act would indicate the hostility of 
Congress toward the present Executive. 
Cablegrams from London state that mem- 
bers of the Brazilian legation there are ad- 
vised that Congress voted to declare martial 
law in the capital, thus supporting the 
President and siding against the navy. Itis 
not believed here that the revolt is confined 
toany branchof the puolic service and news 
in regard to the revolution is awaited with 
much concern.

SO Steep that it is related that only one man 
has yet reached its summit. That happy in- 
dividual is said to have been an American 
sailor, who, after spending three days in the 
laborious ascent, suc ed in piacing the 
flag of his country on its topmost pinnacle, a 
height of 1,270 feet... The most striking 
feature of the harbor is a succession of 
brilliantly colored forts, yellow and red, 
with a background of gray rocks and bright 
green foliage. Fora distance of nearly ten 
miles along the shore stretches the city of 
Rio de Janeiro, with its ‘low and massive 
houses, white walled and invariably topped 
of with vermilion colored roofs. 

STREETS AND BUILDINGS. 

The streets of Rio are absurdly narrow, 
but are now fairlf paved and well lighted. 
Gas and electric lights are used throughout 
the entire city and in most of the suburbs, 
and a splendid system of sewerage has lately 
been provided. 

The most fashionable street is the Rua do 
Ouvidor, and it is here that the aristocratic 
senoritas take their evening strolis. Itis 
not wider than an average American alley- 
way, but the best shops of the city line. the 
streets on both sides. The principal busi- 
ness street is the Rua Primeirb de Marco. It 
is the widest street in the city and within its 
precincts can tound the Post-office, 
Custom-house, Commercial Exchange anda 
number of churches. There are over fifty of 
tne latter in Rio. | 

La Candellarta, a huge edifice erected dur- 
ing the saventeenth century, is the most 
papular of the many placesof worship. Its 
tall aun massive towers make it 1 ok peg 
from all parts of the city. La Gloria is 
another church that is particalariy notice- 
able. The famous old monastery of Soa 
Bento is in Rio proper. It ts said to be the 
‘wealthiest institution of the Kind in the 
Republic, having large possessions in min- 
ing properties and valuable land interests. 
The vulldings of Rio, juiged from an arent - 
tectura! point of view, are insignificant. 
The many institutions however are 
unequaled in other respects. in South 
“America. The hospital of Dom Pedro second 
is famous. It is perhaps better known by 
the name of La Misericordia, having been 
built in 1841 on ground owned by the 
fraternity of that name. It has a capacity 
of 1,200 patients. Several smaller hospitals 
are scattered throughout the city. Amagnif 
icent asylum for the insane forms an inter- 
esting feature of the city. It was bulit in 
1841 with funds obtained from the sate of 
titles of nobilityata Hxed tarif.

During the last years of Dom Pedro’s rule 
there had been an increasing growth of dem- 
ocratic sentiment and a desire to emuiate the 
example of the Great Republic of the 
North, and in 1889 a successful effort to 
change the form of government was made. 
The Emperor and his family were exiled and 
pensioned and the republic of Brazil was 
established on Nov. 17, 188}, with Gen. De- 
odorw da Fonseca as its President. 

Dom Pedro died at Lisbon on the 15th of 
January, 1890. 

THE FIRST PRESIDENT. 

Gen. Deodoro da Fonseca was chosen Pres- 
ident of the Republic that was built onthe 
ruins of the Empire, and a constitution 


adopted modeled after that of the United 
states. From the date of the adoption of the 
constitution there had been signs of an irre- 
concilable conflict between the President and 
the legislators. The enemies of Gen. da Fon- 
seca declared in the spring that ue would

FONSECA OVERTHROWN,. 


In the following November, when the 
Republic was dut a year old, Fonseca was 
compelled toresign. A majority of the peo- 
ple sided with Congress. On Nov. 24, 1890, a 


revolt broke out in Rilo. The first move was 
made upon the naval arsenal, and after a 
weak and only haif-hearted effort on the 
part of those stationed at the place to re- 
pulse the attempt of the Invaders to effect 
an entrance to the bulliding, its guardians 
soon capitulated tothe enemy andthe latter 
took possession of the arsenal and all the 
munitions of war which it contained, 

Only a few shots were exchanged and the 
poor resistance made by the defenders of the 
arsenal is shown by the fact that none of the 
Insurgents’ force were killed or seriously 
wounded. A laborer in the arsenal was 
struck by one of the shots fired by the 
attacking party. He is the only one ofthe 
contestants known to have lost his life in the 
assault.

‘Peixoto has been regarded as the most 
adroit politiclan in Brazil. In the combina- 
tions made against Fonseca hs held aloof, 
though seeming to be on friendly terms with 
all the intriguers as well as with the 
Dictator, and when the latter was 
forced out of office Pelxoto was 
the **logical’’ successor to the 
Presidency. He is a soldier, and has been a 
Adjutant General and Minister of War.

He has 
met all the leading oarsmen now in this 
country in exhibition races. 

Stevenson stands 6 feet 1 inch and rows at 
168 pounds. He is in the pink of condition 
just now, but will put the finishing touches 
on this week at Creve Cour.

Commercial Notes. 


The accounts regafding the cora erop in Roumania 
and Bulgaria coatinue quite favorable. 

Recent advices from Bulgaria are that the yield 
of wheat was disappoisting, amd, as a result. ex- 
porters are doing very little. 

‘The shipments of wheat from San Francisco from 
July 1 to sept. I were 3,370,000 bu, agrinst 2,636, - 
000 bu for the corresponding time last year. 

The alvices from Russia are that prespects for the 
barley crop were excellent, according to the official 
roport, and a large crop was gathere 

Receivers generally note a falling off in wheat 
bills lading, which denotes a decrease in receipts of 
winter wheat at this market. 

The next visible supply of wheat will—, Well, 
is generally believed it will increase half toa million 
bu. but no one cares particularly to bet on it. 

Bradstreet’s since the publication of the Septem- 
ber Government report has reiuced his estimate on 
the wheat erop to 440, ,000 bu. This is very 
kind of Bradstreet’s. 

According tothe latest Government report the 
amount of hogsin thiscountry on Sept 1 was 90,2 
per cent, and their condition 94.4, as compared with 
same time last year. 

If the visibie of wheat should increase Menday, 
it will practically be the first increase in actual 
stocks since the season opened. Previous enlarge- 
mentshave been due to changes in amounts on lakes 
and canals. 

Bradstreets make this week’s exports of flour and 
wheat from both asts as equivalent to 
bu, an inereare of 455,000 bu over last week, and 
nearly 2,000,000 bu larger than vorresponding 
week last year. 

The weather is again dry all through the winter 
wheat section and with the present cold wave there 
is no iikelihood of relief in the shape of rain in the 
near future.

INDIANS AS SLAVES. 


Dr. Bernard C. Steiner’s Historical Paper 
About Connecticut. 

From the Baltimore Sun. | 

Dr. Bernard ©. Steiner, Librarian of the 
Enoch Pratt Free Library, has completed a 
monograph on Slavery in Connecticut,’’ 
which will shortly be published in the Johns 
Hopkins University studiesin historical and 
political science. 

Among the Interesting facts in the work is 
the statement that the frst Slaves in Con- 


necticut were not negroes, but Indians, be- 
ing of the Pequot tribe, which was over- 
thrown by the settiers in 1636. The first law 
against the slave trade, too, was passed in 
1715 against the importation of the Tuscaro 
Indians, who had been captured by the Caro- 
lintansin war, The first idea of slavery in 
Connecticut wasthen that captives in war 
were slaves. Soon after the foundation of 
the colony negroes were introduced, a few at 
a time, chiefly from the West Indles and not 
from Africa. 

They were owned for the most part as 
household servants, and the Connecticut no- 
tion of slavery was the patriarchal one, that 
slaves belonging to the family of the master 
aiffered from apprentices only in being 
bound to service for life. 

Slavery was tolerated everywhere in Con- 
necticut throughout the Colontal period, but 
with the coming of the Revolution came the 
idea that it was unrientegus to hold men in 
bondage. This feeling ied tothe act of 1774, 
prohibiting the foreign slave trade, and that 
of 1874, providing that all thereafter born as 
slaves should be free on reaching their 25th 
year. 

This age was afterward lessened to 21. 
Connecticut is remarkable as being a State 
which succeeded in gradual emancipation. 
When slavery was finally abolished there, in 
1848, fewer than twenty slaves were in the 
State, none of whom were under 64 years of 
age. 

Dr. Steiner discusses the rise of the Aboll- 
tionists in personal liberty acts, the incident 
of Miss Prudence Crandali and her school for 
colored girls, and the case of the Amistad, a 
Spanish steamship, seized by negroes, which 
was arg'ied before the United States Supreme 
Court by the best legal talent of the nation,

The 
pleces, being rudely made, could be pared 
down with little danger of the mutilation at- 
tracting attention. Coin-clipping had grown 
to be a very confmon kind of fraud. At first 
disregarded, so great at last did the evil de- 
come that in 1695 it could hardly be said 
that the country possessed for practi- 
cal purposes any measure of value 
of commodities.’’ A half crown or shilling 
of full weight was almost a curiosity. The 
bad effects resulting fromthis state of the 
currency can be readily imagined. All pe- 
cuniary transactions were thrown into con- 
fusion. Forlack of some fixed standard of 
value men could not safely contract without 


make, as to the quality Of coin in which pay- 
ments wereto be made. The officers of the 
exchequer, having as 
welyghed £57, in 
recentiy paid in, 
scarcely one-half 
have been. The great 
change being deranged, all trade, all in- 
dustry was smitten as witha palsy.’’ It 
may well be doubted,’’ says Macaulay, 
‘‘whether all the misery which had been in- 
filcted on the Engiish nation ina quarter of a 
century of bad Kings, bad Ministers, bad 
Parliaments and bad judges was equal to the 
misery caused in a single year by bad crowns 
and bad shillings.’’ 
ONE REMEDY. 

The Government had sgyght to provide a 
remedy by improved ods of coinage. 
The pieces were no longer struck by hand, 
but were turned out by machinery. Their 
shape being exactly circular and the edges 
fmscribed, clipping was not easy, nor was 
counterfeiting as practicable. 

But tha remedy did not work. The old 
hammered pieces and the new milled coins 
being current together and alike receivable 
for public and consequently private dues, it 
was found that the perfect coins disappeared 
from circulation. In other words, bad and 
good money being on the same footing, the 
good mopey was driven out, so while the 
Government mint issued the new money by 
the wagon-load it.did not reappear in the 
„till of the grocer or the wallet of the 
farmer.“ 

„»The politicians of the day marvelled ex- 
ceedingly that everybody should be so per- 
verse as to uselight money in preference to 
good money. In other words, they marvelled 
that nobody chose to pay twelve ounces of 
silver when ten would serve the turn.“ 

Another remedy was demanded. The ob- 
vious one was ot course to call in the old 
money for recoinage and to declare n to be 
no longer legal tender after a certain date, 
and this measure Was at last decided upon. 
But there were imconveniences and diff. 
Culties attending this course. In the first 
place the collectionfof the currency for the 
purpose of recotnage would produce for a 
time a deficiency inthe amount in circula- 
tion. Then there would be the loss in value 
between the old coin and the new. Ihe first 
trouble was provided against to some ex- 
tent. Butit

’arliament, it is true, passed a recoinage 
act which provided for recoining the money 
of the realm according to the old standard. 
But this did not stop the agitation of the 
measures to lower the standard. This was 
of course popular with thousands who were 
willing to pay a debt of £100 with money worth 
ye £80. And thousands of others seemed 
dull enough to suppose that the Government 
by calling ninepence a shilling could make 
them equalto twelvepence, forgetting that 
Government can only fix the standard of 
money, but cannot give it value, just as 
Government can fx the number of cubic 
inches in a quart, so that.:men in buying and 
selling by the quart can know whatit will 
mean, but it cannot make less than that 
worth as much as so many cubic inches. 

England was threatened by this propos 
tion with an act of wholesale coniiscation 
for the benefit of the Government and of the 
debtor class. 

The very agitation of such a measure, 
backed as it was bya large party, was a se- 
vere shock to credit, 

The advocates of the measure seised upon 
the temporary confusion necessarily result- 
ing from the callingin of the currency for 
recoinage as an excuse for urging its adop- 
tion. They declared that the depression was 
entirely caused by the failure of Parliament 
to adopt their proposition,and,as a new Par- 
liament was to assembie, strenuous efforts 
were made toelect members committed to 
the policy of lowering the standard. 

It became the great issue in the elections, 
The people were harangued at every piace of 
public resort, from the chocolate-house in 
St. James street to the sanded kitchen of the 
ale-house on the village green.“ 

In verse and prose the suffering multitude 
were incited to rise in rebellion, and to tear 
in pleces the members of Parliament who 
had stood firm for honest money. Tumulits 
occurred in many places. The very depres- 
sion of which these agitators complained was 
increased tenfold by the announcement of 
their proposed method of relieving it. Es- 
pecially did this result follow when the gen- 
eral voice of the nation seemed for a time ta 
favorthe measure, and there was a pros 
pect, at least, of its being adopted. The old 
coin since the recoinage act had been hur- 
ried to the exchequer in large quantities, 
and, being put under the ban, had almost 
become worthless as a medium of exchange. 
The new milled coins and the gold did not 
come into circulation to take its place. For, 
with the prospect of the cheaper money 
no one cared to out gold an 
Standard silver. boarded. 
No person who 
that at a day not far 
he would be able to a debtofa pound 
with three crown pieces instead of four, was 
willing to part with a crown piece until that 
day arrived. Besides, no person cared to 
lend money or sell on credit, with the pros- 
pect of having to receive payment in money 
Of less intrinsic value.

The defeat of the agitation this time was 
complete. The country again breathed free- 
ly. One stroke of statesmanship had turned 
the shadow of death into morning. Within 
four days,“ says Macaulay, there was a 
perceptible improvement in trade. The 
tide turned. From the moment the Com- 
mons declared their fixed determination to 
matntain the standard of thecurrency, the 
milled money began to come forth froma 
thousand strong boxes and private draw- 
ers.“ Great quantities of gold were turned 
loose from secret corners and from behind 
the panels of wainscots. 

**The dead corpse of public credit arose 
and stood upon its feet. 

Business confidence recovered from the 
most tremendous shock it had ever sustained, 
and „the deep and solid foundation had 
been laid in which was torise the most gi- 
«antic fabric of commercial prosperity that 
the world has ever seen.’’ Anu this happy 
transformation was the result of establishing 
in the policy of the Government one simple 
proposition: 

nat tne words pounds and shillings 
should have a fixed signification that every 
man should know what his contracts meant 
and what his property was worth.’’ 


EX-MINISTER MIZNER. 


His Tlimess Recalls the Causs of His Re- 
call From Guatema’a. 


SAN Francisco, Cal. Sept. 16.—The fatal 
Uiness of Lansing B. Mizner, who was dis- 
missed from the post of Minister to Guate- 
mala recalis the cause of his disgrace, 
known as the ‘‘Barrundia case.“ Gen. 
Barrundia was a revolutionist. He had 
been Secretary of War, and aspired to be 
President of Guatemala, but those in power 
had other plans of thelrown and drove him 
into exile. He sought to ad- 
vance his political prospects by 
organizing a revolutionary movement. 


Taking advantage of the state. of war be- 
tween Salvador and Guatemala, he headed 
an unsuccessful invasion from Mexican ter- 
ritory. His subsequent tragical end on the 
Pacific mall steamer Acapulco in Guatemalan 
waters was caused by the connivance and 
co-operation of Minister Mizyer in an at- 
tempt to hand him over to the mercies of his 
political enemies. Under established usage 
in Central American waters he was exempt 
from arrest so long as he remained on an 
American ship. The abstract questions of 
international law relating to terri- 
torial jurisdiction over merchant ships were 
argued by Secretary Bayard in the Gomes 
case and by Minister Migner in the Barrun- 
dia affair; bat the uniform practice of a gen- 
eration had created acommon usage which 
ought to have had determining weight in 
both instances, The Pacific Mall steamers had 
been carrying passengers for twenty-five 
yearsup and down the Central American 
coast, and during that period scores of in- 
Surgents and political offenders had been re- 
ceived on these vessels and had enjoyed 
there all the privileges of protection and 
asylum. International comity had sanc- 
tioned this principle, and it was weil under- 
stood throughout Central America that a po- 
litical intriguer or rebel was not labile to 
arrest so long as he remained on those 
steamers, General acquiescence in this 
Practice was natural, owing to the 
Irequent recurrence of revolutions and 
political. disturbances, Those connected 
with the governments of the day might be 
leaders of the opposition and implicated in 
revolutionary cabals within a month and 
themselves in need of protection. It was a 
convenience to all conspicuous Ogures in 
public life to have a safe base of retreat open 
zo them. A Pacific Mall steamer by estab- 
lished usage was a place of refuge. Gen. 
Barrundia took advantage of this common 
law when he embarked on the Acapulco at a 
Mexican port for Panama, knowing that the 
ship was to enter two ports where his ene- 
mies were in power.

When the Acapulco loaded at San 
Guatemala,a detachment of soldiers boarde 
the ship, armed with a warrant for Gen. 
Bataundia’s arrest. The Guatemalan au- 
thorities had the consent of Minister signer 
to make the arrest on the Acapulco, which 
Carried the American g. Ba . 
dia resisted and was shot dead. 
Mizner was recalled by Secretary Blaine, on 
Nov. 18, 1890, and Secretrry Tracy relieved 
from his command Commander Reiter of the 
United states war vessels Ranger and Thetis.

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PSYCHIC MYSTERY. 


Some of the Results of the Psychical 
Congress at Chicago. 


DESCRIPTIONS OF PHENOMENA INVES- 
TIGATED BY SCIENTIFIC MEN. 


An Italian Woman Who Sees Events 
Which Are Happening Elsewhere— 
How One Mind Controls Another— 
Physical Results From  Psychica) 
Investigations.

WoRLD’sS FAIR GROUNDS, Sept. 16—The 
event which elicited more interest than any- 
thing that has taken place since the opening 
of this World's Fair was the sessions on 
Psychical Research, the greatest and most 
important ever held. Sclentific men from all 
parts of the universe were here to give the 
fruits of their investigations on this subject 
which is puzzling the whole civilized world, 
and, as Prof. Meyers of London said in his 
closing paper, there is no limit to the magni- 
tude, the discoveries in this direction. Prof, 
Meyers’ paper was entitled The Evidence 
for Man's Survival of Death. He says that 
of all the sciences of the world that which Is 
greatest and most important is the one 
which deals with man’s future state. 

He denounced very bitterly the fraudulent 
mediums who are draggifi¢g down the grand- 
est and noblest religion and science on 
earth while itis yeta struggling light. The 
greatest obstacle that the Soclety for Psychi- 
cal Research has to contend with ts the re- 
proach that it is dealing with fancies and 
non-realities; that it is groping in 
a realm of shadows, and that 
it deals with ‘‘black art.’’ The conclusion 
was a victory for the society and altogether 
satisfactory. 

A WOMAN’S MYSTIC POWER. 

Dr. George Finzi of Milan, Italy, ex- 
plained how so-called spirit photographs 
can be produced through tbe use of 
certain chemicals, by fraudulent persons. 
A number of these photographs were passed 
around forthe inspection of the audience. 
He also gave many interesting accounts of 
his experiments with Eusapla Paladino, the 
European phenomenon, an ignorant peasant 
woman, who, in trances, could see most 
wonderful events which were taking place in 
different parts of the world, and during 
which periods most startling occurrences 
would transpire in her presence, Prof. 
Finzi says at one of these seances,

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CONCERNING THE BREATH. 


Keep the Teeth Clean and the Stomach 
in Good Order.

Usually bad digestion is the cause of bad 
breath, the stomach is charged with super - 
abundant or indigestible foods requiring ex- 
treme muscular effort to digest, and, being 
unable to exert this force, the indissoluble 
mass instead of being digested putrifies and 
a bad breath Js the result. 

The same result is caused by decaying or 
unclean teeth, inflammation of the respira- 
tory organs and the consumption of malo- 
forous dishes. A bad cold will often make 
the breath disagreeable as well as dangerous. 
When the tongue is coated or the mouth is 
sore the breath is sure to be bad. A fruit 
diet may not be sufficjJently nourishing, but 
there are times when it ts wise and well to 
adopt it. Mild aperients are necessary for 
stomach disorders, and fruits are the Dest, 
saſest and cheapest. Acid, juicy fruits or 
seed berries are remedial. The habitual use 
of lozenwes, scented tablets, aromatic and 
medicated candies, ginrer and -orris roots, 
cloves, cinnamon and other spices to correct 
foulfidss of the breath is mischievous; these 
aromatics neutralize the offensive exhala- 
tions fora while, but a répetition of the cure 
Is apt to derange the stomach and destroy 
the appetite. 

Negiected teeth can and .do make the 
breath offensive. Bad teeth should be filled. 
Unciean teeth even when perfect, always 
taint the breath. Professional ethics lays 
the finger of silence on the lips of the den- 
tist, but at the clinics the lecturers est!- 
mate that the proportion of people who 
Keep their teeth clean is one in twenty. 
‘there isonly one way to remove the par- 
ticles of food from the teeth, and thatis 
by passing a thread between them after 
n meal. Some antiseptic mouth wash is 
needed unless the health is above suspl- 
clon, and & is only a question of taste 
whether soap, Hsterine, myrrh, camphor, 
lemon or chloride of ime is used in a sol- 
ution of water. 

Women who eat gariic seasoned foods 
should retire from socfety for at least 
twenty-four hours. A cup of black coffee 
will weaken the breatha trie.

Ways in Which It May Be Preserved for 
Winter Enjoyment, 

Here are a few good ways in which grapes 
may be enjoyed throughout the winter: 

Preserved Grapes—Squeeze the pulps of the 
grapes out of the skins. Cook the pulp a few 
minutes until it can be pressed through a 
sieve. Reject the seeds. Adda little water 
tothe skins and cook until quite tender. 
Then put the skins and pulp together.
